BLEED THROUGH 


Farm Machinery 
Is Now Under 
Rationing Orders 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16— Ra- 
tioning of new farm machinery 
and equipment will begin tomor- 
row under terms of a temporary 
order issued tonight by Secretary 
of Agriculture Claude R, Wick- 
ard, 

The order applies to sales of 
machinery and equipment in 1942 
Wickard said a permanent order 
will be issued later governing 
Sales in 194% and added that the 
curtailment program was neces- 
sitated by military requirements, 

“The amount of materials which 
will be made available for manu- 
facture of farm machinery and 
equipment in 1942° will provide 
much less machinery and equip- 
ment than will be needed,” he 
stated, 

“The temporary rationing sys- 
tem provided in regulations is 
sued today 1s designed primarily 
to control the distribution of the 
limited supply of farm machinery 
and equipment now on hand and 
to assure its greatest possible con- 
tribution toward meeting the 
goals of our food for freedom pro- 
gram,” 

He said the nation must con- 
centrate its efforts on producing 
foods that will help most to win 
the war and to distribute ma- 
chinery through a “fair system 
which will help the farmer, our 
own nation, and the whole cause 
of the United Nations by making 
the limited supply of machinery 
meet the critical needs in our war- 
time farm production program.” 

He announced that Fred S, Wal- 
lace, head of the AAA, will ad- 
minister the rationing program at 
the national level while State war 
boards operating in conjunction 
with the Agricultural Department 
will be responsible at State levels. 

The regulations provide for the 
establishment of county rationing 
committees io administer the plan 
in the counties. 

Farm machinery and equipment 
is classified into these three 
groups by the temporary plan: 

“1, Harm machines vitally es- 
sential to current agricultural 
needs and which may not be sold 
by a dealer unless the farmer has 
obtained a purchase certificate 
from his county rationing com- 
mittee, 

“2, Farm machinery and equip- 
ment not in the first group which 
may be sold upon certification by 
the farmer to his dealer that the 
equipment is essential for current 
agricultural needs, 

“3. Items such as some handy 
tools and the smaller horse-drawn 
equipment which may be sold 
without restrictions.”

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FARMERS URGED TO GROW 
THEIR OWN NITROGEN

A shortage of nitrogen fertili- 
zers in 1948 14s practically certain. 
Despite this, however’ farmers 
undoubtedly will be called upon 
to produce more of certain crops 
that need nitrogen fertilizer than 
ever before. This means that 
much of our nitrogen must come 
from some other source, The best 
source, of course, is the air and 
‘we can capture this nitrogen 
through winter legumes. 

In addition to the above, far- 
mers should plant winter legumes 
to qualify for more payment un- 
der the 1942 AAA program. Far- 
mers in Coffee County need 46,000 
acres devoted to soil conserving 
crops in order to comply 100 per 
cent with the soil conserving pro- 
visions of the program. Winter 
legumes will classify as soil con- 
serving crops. 

Farmers have a soil building 
allowance available with which to 
purchase Austrian winter peas 
and basic slag. Those who have 
not placed their orders for these 
materials should do so at once, 

Austrian winter peas should be 
planted now or as soon as possi- 
ble, but in no event later than 
November 14. The seed must be 
inoculated and the crop shoul 
be fertilized with at least 300 Ibs 
of basic slag or its equivalent. 
One sack of Austrian winter peas 
is sufficient to plant 3 acres.

For Rat Traps 


Dunbar, Camp Surgeon 
at Camp Rucker, has requested 
priorities for obtaining material 
for the manufacture of 2,880 rat 
traps to be used in Coffee and 
Geneva Counties, The request fol- 
lowed information from manu- 
facturers that they would be una- 
ble to supply the material for or- 
ders made, 

Col, Dunbar made clear to au- 
thorities that the continuance of 
rat extermination in Coffee and 
Geneva Counties, adjacent to the 
camp, was a military precaution 
and needful to safeguard the sol- 
diers against Brill's fever, 

Seven cases of the disease were 
reported in Coffee and six in Ge- 
neva Counties in July; 12 in Coffee 
and 11 in Geneva in August of the 
prresent year. Figures from the 
Department of Health show that 
following eradication campaign in 
1941, only 22 cases were reported 
for the entire year,

A small amount of poison is on 
hand and will be made available 
at and near places where a case 
of Brill’s occurs and infested ro- 
dents are known to be present. 

Older students will be drilled in 
rat extermination when schomas 
open and new traps will be dis- 
tributed as soon as received.

We are partners in 
history, in epoch making days 
that will go down in the school- 
books of the future. Seen from 
that perspective will these days 
look darker than those troublous 
times after the rout of the Battle 
of Long Island, or the dark days 
at Valley Forge? Will the ad- 
vance of the enemy loom more 
ominouslly than the flames of the 
burning of Washington? Will the 
smoke clouds of the burning ships 
appear more of a threat to the 
nation than the flickering camp- 
fires Lincoln saw trom the White 
House in the darkest days of the 
Civil War? 

We aren't licked yet—and we 
won't be unless we get discour- 
aged. To avoid this error we must 
seek an inner calm. We must re- 
member that the end will not 
come until the right end comes, 
until God's purpose is achieved. 
We must pray for the strength 
that endures. We must avoid ju- 
bilation or gloom over victories 
and defeats alike, 

We must learn to think for our- 


selves and not draw our opinions} 


exclusively from the radio, the 
newsreals, the newspapers 
and the confidential statements ot 
£0-called experts. We must use 

‘ our Own good judgment in beliey- 
ing what we hear—and we must 
keep our sense of humor We must 
learn to surmount our fears witn 
faith, to conquer rumors with rea- 
Son and to bury our own personal 
trials and tribulations in work for 
others, 

In this way we can do our share 
toward keeping up the morale of 
the nation, for public morale in 
war or in peace is the task of the 
individual, The men and women 
who make up public opinion alone 
can fight the disruptive, divisive 
attacks of discouragement, which 
are the forerunners of defeat, It 
is exactly like Kipling’s tale of 
the little rivet who grew discour- 
aged ut its great task of holding 
the big ship together and pulled 
out. All the other rivets follow- 
ed him, and the ship sank, 

We must not be discouraged 
about the present. We must not 
be discouraged about the future 
either for ourselves or our chil- 
dren, The land and its resources 
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will still be here when the war 
is over—plus all that man has 
learned since the discovery of this 
continent, 
or will be is limited only by tha 
ability of man, 

Surely the news is bad, but thar 
emphasizes the need to buckle 
down to work harder than ever, 
And, 48 an lowa paper said in the 
dark moments a few months ago, 
“There never was a winter here 
in lowa that wasn’t followed by 
a real spring, or a _ scorching 
Fourth of July.” 

ALABAMA GETS FOUR 
FERTILIZER GRADES 

AUBURN, Ala,— Four grades 
of mixed fertilizers will be avail- 
able for use by Alabama farmers 
in 1943, the War Production Board 
in Washington, D. C., has advised 
Dr. N. J. Volk, head of the Agron- 
omy Department, Alabama Ex- 
periment Station, 

The four grades recommended 
by agricultural leaders here and 
approved by the War Production 
Board for use in Alabama are: 
4-10-4, largely for cotton on 
heavy soils; 4-10-7, largely for 
cotton on sandy soils and for 
truck Crops; 0-14-10, for use un- 
der peanuts, winter and summer 
legumes, corn, small grain, pas- 
tures and e@wops following winter 
legumes; and  4-12-4, labeled 
“floriculturist special,” for use by 
florists.

WORK OUTLINED FOR 

NUTRITION COUNCILS 

AUBURN, Ala.—Five objectives 
of Alabama's 67 county nutrition 
councils are listed by W. D. Sal- 
mon, nutritionist of the Alabama 
Experiment Station and newly 
elected chairman of the state nu- 
trition council, as follows:

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JOSEPH: AN EXAMPLE OF 
FORGIVENESS 


LESSON TEXT—Genesis 45;1-15; 47: 
11, 12, 

GOLDEN TEXT—Be ye kind one to 
another, tenderhearted, forgiving one an- 
other, even as God for Christ's sake hath 
forgiven you.—Ephesians 4:32. 


Forgiveness, opening the way for 
the restoration of fellowship and the 
showing of kindness, brought the sto- 
ry of Joseph and his brethren to a 
happy ending, Under the good hand 
of God the story which began with 
tragedy is brought to a conclusion 
of blessing. 

Following the earnest plea of Ju- 
dah, the heart of Joseph could no 
longer withhold itself from the full 
expression of affection and devotion 
to his family. 

I, Love Overcomes Fear (vv. 1-4). 

Joseph tenderly shielded the fam- 
ily troubles frorn the eyes and ears 
of strangers by sending out the 
Egyptians. It was the first step of 
consideration which paved the way 
for reconciliation. How often just 
the opposite is done—airing family 
affairs before the world, and humili- 
ating those who may be in the 
wrong, thus making it difficult for 
them to admit their guilt. 

Then, too, this was a moment too 
tender and delicate to be seen by 


outsiders, The tears of a strong man 
like Joseph mean a deep movement 
of spirit—a solemn and often a sa- 
cred moment. 

It should also be noted that the 
brothers were afraid, and well they 
might be, because of their sin 
against Joseph. After almost 50 
years these unrepentant men found 
themselves face to face with the 
one whom they had supposed they 
had disposed of, and they knew their 
sin had found them out. It always 
does, sooner or later, but inevitably. 

How great and noble was the for- 
giving love of Joseph; an example 
to us, especially appropriate and 
needed in a world of hate and bit- 
terness, 

II. Grace Overrules Sin (vy. 5-8). 

The guilt of these men was none 
the less and Joseph could not re- 


move it, but he encouraged them by 
showing how God had used their 
evil devices to work out His own 
good pleasure. He can make the 
wrath of man to praise Him (Ps. 
76:10). 

It is worth stressing again that in 
the very hour when the prospects 
for Joseph's future usefulness 
seemed ruined, God was opening the 
door to the greatest experiences of 
his life and was preparing him to 
serve the thousands whose lives 
were saved by his wisdom and abil- 
ity in the years of famine. 


Nothing is more important in the 
life of a child of God than to be 
yielded to His will, unmoved by cir- 
cumstances, abiding His time, re- 
sponding to His guidance whether it 
be by the opening or closing of 
doors, prospertiy or adversity. And 
herein is the marvel of it all—even 
sin may be overruled by God's grace 
for His‘own glory. That does not 
invite anyone to sin that grace may 
abound (Rom. 6:1, 2), but it does 
offer encouragement to the one 
who has fallen, that God can re- 
deem the years that the locust have 
eatent (Joe) 2:25). 

Our lesson also sets us an exam- 
ple of how true forgiveness acts, 
something we need. So often when 
forgiveness is asked or granted 
there is an “I can forgive but I 
can’t forget’ attitude, which means 
that while hostilities have ceased, 
at least temporarily, there is no real 
friendship or the disposition to show 
kindness. Is there any real forgive- 
ness at all in such an:attitude of 
heart and mind? We fear not. 


Ill, Kindness Provides the Best 
(vv. 9-15; 47:11, 12), 

It might have been enough to send 
food and a kind greeting with the 
brothers to their own land, but love 
does not seek the minimum expres- 
sion of its feeling. It asks not how 
little, but how much can I give or 
do. 

Bringing his aged father and 
brothers into the land of plenty was 
not enough, Joseph also gave to 
them the “‘best of the land’ (47:11). 
His thoughtful consideration in send- 
ing for his father (Gen. 46:5-7) was 
part of the same piece of kindness, 

Joseph puts to shame the-modern 
“hard-boiled” attitude toward needy 
and aged members of the family. 
In their eager and relentless pur- 
suit of fame or riches, many ignore 
or trample upon the members of 
their own families. Often they are 
ashamed of the broken bodies, the 
humble apparel, the broken or un- 
educated speech of their parents. 
They fear lest their new-found 
friends in the circle of wealth and 
supposed ‘‘position’’ will think them 
strange or ridiculous. God pity the 
man or woman who {s ashamed of a 
humble or aged father and mother! 

Joseph, who really had an exalted 
position gained by merit and by the 
blessing of God, never forgot his 
place before God as a som in the 
family and as a brother. Let us 
consider him and do likewise,

LEGUMES IMPORTANT 
TO PEANUT GROWERS 


AUBURN, Ala. — Winter le- 
gumes will be of special import- 
ance to Alabama cotton farmers 
who are supplementing wartime 
oil supplies by growing more pea- 
nuts in their cotton, peanut, le- 
gume rotations. 

Studies by the Alabama Exper- 
iment Station show that use of 
winter legumes makes it possible 
to maintain cotton yields with less 
nitrogen, which is now required 
for war purposes. 


Spinach does not like the heat 
of late summer nor does it do well 
on wet, soggy land. About the 
first of October is a good date for 
sowing the seed, and they should 
be planted on top of a ridge or 
bed which is well drained. 


To keep the flavor of onions and 
turnips mild, leave’ the kettle un- 
covered. To speed the cooking of 
others, put on the lid,

CONTROL MEASURES 
FOR ANTS OUTLINED 


AUBURN, Ala.—Have pestifer- 
cus ants invaded your home and 
tried to take over all food, espe- 
cially sugar? 

If this has happened, J. M. Rob- 
inson, professor of zoology-ento- 
mology, Alabama Polytechnic Tn- 
Stitute, says that one of the fol- 
lowing measures will control the 
pest: 

Dispose of all food scraps that 
might attract ants, and keep su- 
far and other foods liked by ants 
in antproof containers. 

Sprinkle the path of ants with 
borax, or sodium floride, or spray 
the ants with a good household 
spray. This will drive them off 
if they have been in the house 
only a short time. If sodium bo- 
ride, a very poisonous’ material, 
is used it should be placed where 
children and pets cannot get it. 

Several effective poison baits 
for ants have been developed. For 
sweet-feeding ants (other than 
Argentine), a satisfactory bait 
may be prepared hy dissolving 4 
ounces of sugar in one quart of 
water and adding % ounce of tar- 
tar emitic. The bait should be 
exposed in shallow containers or 
cans containing small pieces of 
sponge. If the ants feed on fats, 
a little tartar emitic may be rub- 
bed into strips of bacon exposed 
to the ants. 

To kill ants in their nests, use 
& pointed stick to punch one or 
more eigh-inch deep holes into the 
ground at the nests and pour a 
tablespoonful of carbon bisui- 
phide, calcium cyanide or para- 
dichlorobenzine into each hole and 
plug the hole with moist dirt. Car- 
bon bisulphide is highly inflam- 
mable, odorous, and poisonous, 
while calcium cyanide is very 
poisonous, so both should be used 
with extreme care. Calcium cy- 
anide, particularly, should be used 
with care because it will burn the 
skin and its fumes should not he 
inhaled.

Mother, I am in no danger, so 
there is nothing for you to worry 
about, Please don't worry and 
write me as often as you can.
